REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 16-15 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method for analyzing effectiveness of a pharmaceutical preparation on a neuronal 
structure described using correlation variables in defining a functional connection 
between neuronal areas of the neuronal structure, including step of evaluating the 
signals and indicating the effectiveness of the pharmaceutical preparation using the 
changed correlation variable, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claim 26 is allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
computer readable medium encoding with a computer program that when executed 
causes a computer to perform a method for analyzing effectiveness of a pharmaceutical 
preparation on a neuronal structure described using correlation variables in defining a 
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functional connection between neuronal areas of the neuronal structure, including step 
of evaluating the signals and indicating the effectiveness of the pharmaceutical 
preparation using the changed correlation variable, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims.
